The  Borough  of  Loughborough  is  situated  in  the  Valley  of  the 
River  Soar,  west  of  that  River,  which  forms  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
Borough.  The  ground  levels  vary  from  120  feet  above  O.D.  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  Meadows  adjoining  the  River  Soar  to  200  O.D.  on 
the  south  western  side  of  the  Borough.  The  district  between  the 
Leicester  Canal  and  the  River  is  comparatively  level,  whilst  the  remainder 
of  the  Borough  is  undulating.  The  Hermitage  Brook  drains  the  lower 
levels  above  referred  to,  and  the  Woodbrook  and  Burleigh  Brook  drain  the 
higher  levels  towards  the  Charnwood  Forest  into  the  River  Soar.  The  dis¬ 
trict  towards  the  north  east  of  the  Midland  Railway  is  practically  unbuilt 
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upon,  the  bulk  of  the  property  being  built  upon  the  higher  levels.  The 
Subsoil  in  the  lower  levels  is  drift  gravel  overlying  the  upper  Iveuper 
Marls,  and  varies  in  thickness  from  5-20  feet,  and  the  saturating  level  is 
about  4  feet  below  the  surface.  In  the  remaining  parts  of  the  town, 
the  subsoil  is  practically  the  same,  except  that  the  thickness  of  gravels 
varies  considerably;  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  there  are  only  a  few 
inches  and  in  other  parts  it  runs  from  10  to  15  feet  chiefly  in 
“pockets.”  Subsoil  water  level  would  average  10  feet  below  the  surface 
in  the  town  other  than  the  district  east  of  the  Midland  Railway. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  the  uplands  of 
Charnwood  Forest,  a  sparsely  populated  district,  most  of  which  is  grass 
land.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  is  collected  from  the 
sources  of  supply  of  the  Blackbrook  and  theWoodbrook,  each  stream  having 
a  separate  reservoir  in  which  the  water  is  stored.  The  Blackbrook  is  the 
larger,  as  also  is  the  reservoir,  and  stands  on  a  higher  altitude,  so  that  the 
water  gravitates  therefrom  to  the  Woodbrook  reset  voir  at  Nanpantan, 
where  ample  means  of  filtering  of  the  most  recent  type  are  available  to 
render  the  water  free  from  all  risks  of  pollution.  The  supply  is  ample 
and  continuous. 

During  the  year  the  mains  were  extended  to  new  Building 
Estates,  a  scheme  for  supplying  several  villages  outside  the  Borough  is 
now  in  progress.  The  suppty  has  been  satisfactory  in  (a)  quality  and 
(b)  quantity. 

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  town  generally  is  sewered  on  the  ‘  Combined  ’  system,  but 
the  more  recently  sewered  districts  are  provided  with  sewers  designed 
for  the  partially  separate  system.  The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  sewered 
and  in  addition  the  sewers  from  the  adjacent  area  of  Nanpantan,  in  the 
Loughborough  Rural  District,  discharge  into  the  Corporation  sewers. 
The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  delivered  by  gravitation  to  the  Sewage  Dis¬ 
posal  Works  and  afterwards  pumped.  Sewage  up  to  three  times  the  dry 
weather  flow  is  subjected  to  full  treatment  by  settlement  in  Dortmund 
Tanks  which  have  a  capacity  of  half  the  d.w.f.  and  after  settlement  about 
two-thirds  of  the  sewage  is  treated  by  bacteria  beds,  and  the  effluent 
settled  in  Humus  tanks,  the  final  effluent  being  discharged  into  the  river 
Soar.  There  are  fourteen  80-ft.  diameter  filters  and  6  Humus  tanks. 

The  remaining  one-third  of  the  d.wvf.  of  sewage  is  treated  by 
broad  irrigation  on  the  Sewage  Farm,  the  land  being  laid  out  in  narrow 
plots  and  suitably  under-drained. 

Storm  water  from  3  to  6  times  the  dry  weather  flow  is  pumped 
into  Storm  Water  Tanks  and  treated  as  storm  water.  Storm  overflows 
are  provided  on  the  trunk  sewers  and  volumes  in  excess  of  6  times  the 
d.w.f.  are  discharged  into  the  various  water  courses. 

Sewers  have  been  extended  during  the  year  to  new  Building 

Estates.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Council  has  joined  the  County  Scheme  for  Sanatoria 
and  Hospital  treatment.  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  to  visit  and  advise  all  cases  of  tuberculosis.  The  rooms 
occupied  by  the  Patients  are  periodically  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  with  Formalin  and  when  a  removal  takes  place  or  a  death 
occurs,  the  rooms  are  fumigated,  paper  stripped  off  the  walls,  and  the 
rooms  washed  with  a  solution  of  disinfectant  and  lime  washed,  and  the 
beds,  etc.,  put  through  the  steam  disinfector.

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  was  342 
which  is  27  less  than  last  year  and  57  below  the  average  of  the  last 
5  years,  and  is  an  annual  birth  rate  of  12*5  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  Birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period 
was  14'7.

UNFIT  DWELLING  HOUSES. 

The  total  number  of  houses  inspected  for  housing  defects 
during  the  year,  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts,  541.  Nuisances  were 
found  in  422  of  these,  the  chief  defects  being  : — dirty  houses,  defective 
floors,  defective  windows  and  doors,  overcrowding,  defective  yard  paving, 
etc.  On  notices  being  served  these  defects  were  remedied  ;  2  were  found 
to  be  so  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  occupation.  Full 
details  of  the  houses  inspected,  notices,  etc.,  sent  out  under  their  different 
headings,  etc.,  will  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  Report  hereto  attached. 


SCAVENGING.

SCHOOLS. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Schools  in  the  Borough  are  good. 
The  water  supply  in  all  of  them  is  obtained  from  the  mains.  The 
Medical  examination  of  school  children  is  carried  out  under  my  super¬ 
vision.  The  amount  of  work  accomplished  under  this  heading  will  be 
seen  from  the  School  Report  attached  hereto.  A  careful  lookout  is  kept 
by  the  teachers,  nurses  and  myself  for  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
amongst  the  children  attending  schools. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  AMENDMENT  ACT. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  under  this  Act. 
On  the  New  Register  there  are  149  Retailers  and  16  Wholesale  traders 
and  Producers.  These  receive  the  constant  attention  of  your  Inspector 
and  myself.  622  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  192 
samples  were  taken  for  Bacteriological  examination.  153  were  good, 
25  fair,  and  14  bad. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Where  on  observation  black  smoke  has  been  emitted  in 
large  quantities,  a  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  owner  concerned, 
and  has  resulted  in  considerable  improvement.

REPORT  of  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
for  Year  ending  31st  December,  1935. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  Borough  of  Lough¬ 
borough  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1935. 


I.  STAFF. 

The  staff  of  the  Medical  Department  remains  as  recorded 
in  my  last  report  viz: — 

Medical  Officer  (Part-time). 

Assistant  Medical  Officer  (Part-time). 

Opthalmic  Surgeon  (Part-time). 

Two  Dental  Surgeons  (Part-time). 

Two  School  Nurses. 

One  Clerk. 

One  Clinic  Caretaker. 

The  hours  devoted  weekly  by  the  Medical  Officers 
approximate  to  fifteen.  Each  Dental  Surgeon  devotes  three  half 
day  sessions  weekly,  whilst  the  Opthalmic  Surgeon  devotes  one 
session  of  half  a  day  fortnightly. 

II.  CO-ORDINATION. 

The  system  of  co-ordination  between  the  School  Medical 
Service  and  the  Health  Department  of  the  Corporation  as  outlined 
in  my  last  Report  continues.  Much  mutual  benefit  is  derived  from 
the  co-operation  which  exists. 

An  additional  service  as  between  the  two  Departments  is 
one  for  testing  the  eyesight  of  children  attending  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre.  These  children  are  now  attended  by  the  School  Opthalmic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic. 

in.  THE  school  medical  service  in  relation  to 

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  separate  school  departments  is  15,  the 
same  as  last  year,  no  closures  or  openings  of  buildings  having 
taken  place  during  the  year.  The  Authority  have  continued  to 
keep  their  schools  in  a  most  satisfactory  state,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  are  satisfactory.  Certain  improvements  to  school 
buildings  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 
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The  number  ol‘  children  attending  schools  in  the  Borough 
from  outside  the  area  remains  substantially  the  same,  and  facilities 
are  afforded  these  children  for  the  partaking  of  a  hot  meal  during 
the  day  if  so  desired.  Additional  equipment  for  this  purpose  has 
been  provided.  The  number  of  children  remaining  at  school  for 
meals  is  small  and  does  not  warrant  the  provision  of  school  canteens, 
but  the  arrangements  made  are  such  as  to  inculcate  in  the  children 
habits  which  will  assist  them  in  later  years. 


IV. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


The  schedule  of  Medical  Inspection  has  been  carried  out 
on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

All  routine  inspections  arc  carried  out  at  the  schools  the 
children  attend,  together  with  a  certain  number  of  “  special! ” 
children  brought  before  the  Inspecting  Officer  by  the  Head  Teachers 
and  Nurses.  Other  “special”  children  are  submitted  for  examination 
at  the  School  Clinic  by  Head  Teachers,  Nurses  and  Parents.

i.e.  all  children  between  the  ages 
9  years. 

Leavers,  i.e.  all  children  between  the  ages  of  12 
and  13  years,  and  all  wdio  had  not  been  examined 
for  any  reson  alter  reaching  the  age  of  12  years. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  under  these  age 
groups  was  919,  a  decrease  of  48,  as  compared  with  1934,  whilst 
681  children  were  examined  at  “  other  inspections,”  as  compared 
with  194. 


V.  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

(a)  Skin.  21  children  were  suffering  from  some  form  of  skin 
disease,  2  being  ringworm,  1  scabies,  4  impetigo,  and  14  other 
diseases  of  the  skin.  All  but  2  of  the  21  cases  were  referred 
for  treatment. 

(b)  Eye  (excluding  defective  vision  and  squint).  17  children 
were  suffering  from  eye  disease  and  all  were  referred  for 
treatment. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint.  116  children  were  found  with 
defective  vision  and  there  was  one  case  of  squint. 

(c)  Ear.  14  children  suffered  from  ear  diseases,  2  of  these  being 
cases  of  otitis  media. 

(d)  Nose  and  Throat.  160  children  had  some  form  of  nose  and 
throat  trouble.  27  suffered  from  chronic  tonsilitisv  6  adenoids, 
74  chronic  tonsilitis  with  adenoids,  whilst  there  were  53 
other  conditions.  Of  the  160,  it  was  necessary  to  refer  105 
for  treatment. 

(e)  Enlarged  Cervical  Glands.  16  children  were  found  in  this 
class  of  disease,  14  being  referred  for  treatment. 

(f)  Defective  Speech.  Only  one  childd  was  found  to  have 
defective  speech. 

(g)  Heart  Diseases.  10  children  had  some  form  of  heart  disease. 

(h)  Lungs.  17  cases  of  bronchitis  were  discovered. 
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(i)  Tuberculosis.  There  was  only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  (non- 
pulmonary)  being  a  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones. 

(j)  Nervous  System.  1  child  was  found  with  chorea  and  4  with 
other  conditions  of  the  nervous  system. 

(k)  Deformities.  7  children  had  deformities. 

In  addition  there  were  81  other  defects  or  diseases  observed 
which  could  not  be  classified  under  the  headings  given  in  table  II. 
of  the  Statistical  Return,  56  of  these  were  referred  for  treatment. 

Nutrition.  Of  919  children  examined  in  the  Routine  Age 
groups,  52  were  found  to  be  below  normal,  50  only  slightly  sub¬ 
normal  and  2  bad. 

VI.  FOLLOWING  UP. 

Review  of  the  arrangements  for  the  following  up  of  children 
suffering  from  the  various  defects. 

The  whole  of  the  arrangements  for  the  following  up  of 
children  found  to  be  suffering  from  defects  continue  as  enumerated 
in  my  last  report,  and  the  duties  of  the  two  school  nurses  are 
unchanged.

VII.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Skin.  19  cases  were  referred  for  treatment  and  these  all 
received  treatment  at  the  clinic  with  the  exception  of  one 
case  of  ringworm  of  the  scalp  which  received  X-Ray  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  General  Hospital  under  the  arrangements  made 
between  the  two  Authorities. 

(b)  Eye  (excluding  vision  and  squint).  17  children  received 
various  forms  of  treatment  for  eye  diseases. 

Defective  Vision.  Of  146  cases  of  defective  vision  referred 
to  the  Opthalmic  Surgeon,  82  were  prescribed  spectacles.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  8  had  not  been  completely  dealt  with. 

In  the  one  case  of  squint  glasses  were  prescribed. 

(c)  Ear.  14  cases  received  the  necessary  treatment  for  varying 
forms  of  ear  disease. 

(d)  Nose  and  Throat.  105  cases  of  defects  of  the  nose  and  throat 
were  referred  for  treatment  whilst  55  were  kept  under! 
observation.  66  children  received  operative  treatment  under 
the  Authority’s  Scheme  at  the  Loughborough  and  District 
General  Hospital,  and  3  were  treated  privately.  In  addition 
17  received  other  forms  of  treatment,  leaving  19  not  yet 
treated.  These  cases  are  under  consideration. 
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(e)  Enlarged  Cervical  Glands..  14  cases  were  referred  for  treat¬ 
ment  and  received  treatment,  either  through  the  School 
Medical  Service  or  by  private  practitioners. 

(f)  Heart  and  Circulation.  10  heart  cases  were  treated. 

(g)  Lungs.  16  bronchitis  cases  received  treatment,  mostly 
through  private  practitioners. 

(h)  Tuberculosis.  The  only  case  of  non- pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(right  knee  joint)  was  treated  at  the  Local  Cripples  Guild. 

(i)  Nervous  System.  4  cases  of  nervous  trouble  were  treated 
privately. 

(j)  Deformities.  3  deformities  referred  for  treatment  were  treat¬ 
ed  at  the  Local  Cripples  Guild. 

(k)  Other  Defects  and  Diseases.  56  other  defects  received  treat¬ 
ment,  either  through  the  Medical  Officer  or  by  a  private 
practitioner. 

(l)  Nutrition.  Of  the  52  cases  of  sub-normal  nutrition,  all  were 
given  forms  of  treatment,  the  majority  being  induced  to 
join  the  milk  in  schools  scheme,  whilst  a  few  were  prescribed 
virol,  cod  liver  oil,  etc. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  very  little  difficulty  is  now 
experienced  in  persuading  parents  to  conform  to  the  treatment 
prescribed  to  remedy  the  defects  found. 

In  the  past  much  persuasion  was  necessary  to  obtain  the 
consent  of  parents  to  operative  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  but  the  prejudice  against  this  treatment  is  gradually 
disappearing,  possibly  as  a  result  of  the  knowledge  gained  by  the 
benefits  obtained  as  a  result  of  operative  treatment  on  other  children. 


VIII.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infectious  diseases  have  not  been  so  bad  as  I  found  it 
necessary  to  report  a  year  ago.  The  epidemics  existing  at  the 
latter  part  of  1934  continued  for  about  the  first  four  months  of  1935, 
particularly  as  regards  mumps.  There  have,  however,  been  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  throughout  practically  the  whole 
year. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  any  department  on 
account  of  infectious  diseases. 


IX.  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Physical  education  now  takes  a  very  important  part  in 
the  life  of  a  school  child.  The  old  days  of  much  Swedish  Drill 
have  disappeared,  and  a  more  general  course  in  physical  develop¬ 
ment  is  in  being. 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  provision  of  playing  fields 
have  materially  assisted  in  the  general  development  of  the  physique 
of  children.  Games  are  so  organised  that  all  children  except  those 
specially  excluded  on  account  of  physical  disability,  must  take  an 
active  part.)  The  training  is  not  severe  or  strenuous,  but  is  so  framed 
to  be  the  must  beneficial  according  to  the  age  and  general  conditions 
of  the  child. 
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The  eagerness  of  children  to  take  part  in  the  games  is  all 
to  the  good,  and  it  is  particularly  encouraging  to  know  that  games 
are  not  now  confined  to  the  few. 

Swimming  also  forms  part  of  the  normal  training  of  a  child, 
and  apart  from  its  particular  value,  it  is  an  ideal  form  of  physical 
development. 

Perhaps  the  matter  of  general  deportment  might  receive 
a  little  more  attention  in  the  schools. 


X.  PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

As  previously  stated,  of  919  children  examined,  only  52 
were  found  below  the  normal  standard,  50  of  these  being  only 
slightly  subnormal. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  age  groups,  Head  Teachers  and 
Nurses  have  been  requested  to  submit  for  examination  any  child 
who  in  their  opinion  might  require  special  attention  regarding 
nutrition. 

Only  12  cases  were  submitted,  and  of  these  5  were  found 
to  be  slightly  below  normal  and  two  bad. 

Where  parents  are  in  a  position  to  provide  milk  they  are 
requested  to  do  so  under  the  milk  in  schools  scheme.  The  Authority 
also  have  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of  free  milk  in  'necessitous 

cases  to  children  found  to  be  below  normal. 

During  the  year  24  children  have  been  provided  with 
milk  under  this  scheme,  7  of  whom  were  brought  forward  from  1934. 
Of  the  24  children,  17  were  receiving  milk  at  the  end  of  1935,  the 
remaining  7  having  made  such  improvement  in  their  condition  as 
to  justify  the  discontinuance  of  free  milk  under  the  scheme. 
Although  ineligible  for  free  milk  under  the  Authority’s  scheme, 
every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  the  parents  to  obtain  milk  for  the 
children  under  the  schools  scheme. 

Much  has  been  said  concerning  the  cause  of  malnutrition, 
and  I  think  it  is  now  generally  agreed  that  lack  of  food  is  only  one 
of  the  contributory  causes  and  not  always  the  major  reason. 
Children  do  not  appear  to  be  under-fed,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
types  of  food  unsuitable  for  them  are  still  given,  and  this  combined 
with  irregular  times  of  rest,  are  the  reasons  more  likely  to  cause 
malnutrition. 


XI.  UNCLEANLINESS. 

A  very  high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  required  of  children 
attending  schools  in  the  Borough,  and  the  condition  of  the  children 
is  highly  satisfactory. 

Parents  are  realising  that  children  must  be  sent  to  school 
perfectly  clean.  As  a  result  of  slum  clearance  schemes  carried 
out  by  the  Town  Council,  I  am  anticipating  that  our  troublesome 
cases  which  are  not  many,  will  disappear.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
in  the  areas  which  have  been  demolished,  the  lack  of  proper  facili¬ 
ties  in  the  homes  was  to  a  great  extent  a  real  cause  of  much  of 
the  uncleanliness.  With  homes  with  every  modern  sanitary  con¬ 
vince,  there  will  be  little  excuse  for  children  to  attend  school  in 
a  condition  other  than  clean. 
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XII.  CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS  AND 

OTHER  BODIES. 

The  value  of  the  School  Medical  Service  is  being  appreciated 
more  and  more  by  parents.  Their  attendance  at  Medical  Inspections 
of  their  children  and  the  readiness  to  act  on  the  advice  given  by 
myself  and  the  nurses  is  most  encouraging. 

The  teachers  too,  are  always  willing  and  anxious  to  assist 
in  this  branch  of  the  service  of  education.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  causes  a  certain  amount 
of  trouble  and  inconvenience  to  the  teaching  staff,  but  realising  the 
great  benefits  the  children  derive  from  the  service,  the  teachers 
co-operate  most  willingly  and  efficiently. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  assistance  given  by  the 
Trustees  of  John  Storer’s  Charity,  the  Local  Cripples  Guild,  the 
Loughborough  and  District  General  Hospital  and  the  Local  Inspector 
for  the  N.S.P.C.C. 

The  Leicestershire  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare 
has  again  been  of  much  assistance  in  reporting  upon  cases  of 
children  whose  mental  condition  is  very  low.  Much  good  has  also 
been  derived  from  the  lecturers  sent  into  the  schools  by  the  Dental 
Board  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Without  the  assistance  of  these  bodies  our  work  would 
suffer  greatly,  and  it  is  a  great  source  of  satisfaction  to  me  to 
know  that  the  relations  existing  betAveen  these  several  bodies  and 
the  School  Medical  Service  are  so  cordial. 


XIII.  BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN. 

The  arrangements  for  the  notification  of  all  cases  of  blind¬ 
ness  and  suspected  deafness  continue  as  heretofore. 

As  required  by  Section  31  (i)  (c)  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Act  1913,  cases  of  children  found  to  be  ineducable  are  reported  to 
the  Local  Control  Authority. 

The  number  of  blind  children  for  whom  the  Authority  is 
responsible  is  2,  and  these  are  in  a  residential  school  for  the  blind. 

The  number  of  partially  sighted  children  is  6,  and  of  these 
5  attend  a  Day  School  in  the  City  of  Leicester.  The  remaining  child 
is  at  the  moment  at  an  ordinary  public  elementary  school  and  Is 
receiving  special  treatment  at  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary. 

There  are  two  deaf  children  in  a  residential  Institution. 

As  regards  mentally  defective  children,  there  are  at  the 
present  time  3  certified  feeble  minded  cases  in  public  elementary 
schools  and  2  children  who  are  in  no  school  or  institution. 

The  first  mentioned  3  children  are  at  a  special  class  for 
retarded  children,  and  their  progress  is  being  watched  carefully. 
A  certain  amount  of  progress  has  been  made,  but  the  question  of 
their  continuance  at  this  class  is  under  consideration. 

The  other  two  are  in  the  care  of  their  own  practitioners 
for  observation  purposes,  and  steps  will  soon  be  taken  to  classify 
them,  and  if  necessary  report  them  to  the  Local  Control  Authority. 
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Tuberculosis  amongst  school  children  in  this  area  is  very 
slight  and  particular  care  is  taken  to  ensure  that  were  necessary 
children  so  suffering  are  .promptly  excluded  from  school. 

The  number  of  delicate  children  is  13.  These  children  are 
of  poor  physique  and  suffer  from  bronchial  troubles,  asthma  and 
other  chest  complaints.  "A  fair  proportion  of  these  have  been  to 
a  convalescent  home  during  some  period  of  the  year. 

Should  the  Authority  decide  to  provide  an  open-air  school 
at  some  future  date,  children  of  this  type  should  be  accommodated 
there. 

The  instructions  as  to  the  classification  of  crippled  children 
have  now  been  clarified  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
instructions  now  given  make  it  more  simple  to  decide  which 
children  shall  be  included  under  this  heading. 

At  present  there  are  22  children  suffering  from  a  degree  of 
crippling  sufficiently  severe  to  interfere  materially  with  their  normal 
mode  of  life.  Quite  a  number  of  these  children  are  so  crippled  as  a 
result  of  infantile  paralysis,  and  their  condition  is  such  that  no 
material  improvement  is  likely  to  take  place. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  in  a  position  to  say  that  there  is  only  one 
child  suffering  from  heart  disease  sufficiently  severe  as  to  prevent  it 
attendance  at  school.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  with 
the  treatment  now  being  given  by  its  own  medical  practitioner,  the 
child  will  shortly  be  able  to  return  to  school. 


XIV 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

PERSONS. 


AND  YOUNG 


During  the  year  129  children  have  been  certified  by  me  as 
fit  to  be  engaged  in  part-time  employment. 

Speaking  generally  these  children  do  not  suffer  physically 
as  a  result  of  such  employment,  indeed  the  physique  of  the  children 
so  employed  is  such  that  it  would  appear  that  the  exercise  and 
work  in  the  open-air  tends  to  assist  rather  than  impede  their 
physical  condition. 

XV.  PARENTS’  PAYMENTS. 

The  scales  of  charges  for  the  several  forms  of  treatment 
given  remain  as  indicated  in  my  last  report. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  by 
parents  failing  to  send  the  fee  agreed  upon  for  dental  treatment. 
This  practice  tends  to  dislocate  the  work  of  the  dentists,  but  the 
Authority  have  the  matter  under  consideration. 


XVI.  GENERAL. 

For  many  years  I  have  drawn  the  attention  in  successive 
reports  to  the  inadequancy  of  the  present  school  clinic  premises. 
I  am  now  in  the  position  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  work  of 
converting  the  present  Limehurst  House  into  a  school  clinic  is  to 
be  commenced  immediately. 
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The  provisions  made  by  the  Authority  are  excellent  and 
when  the  new  clinic  is  occupied  the  difficulties  now  experienced 
will  disappear. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Medical 
Service  Staff  for  t  he  very  valuable  assistance  they  have  rendered 
me  in  my  capacity  as  School  Medical  Officer  and  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Each  year  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  continues 
to  grow.  Whilst  there  have  been  no  innovations  during  1935,  the 
year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  and  the  statistical  tables 
indicate  what  I  consider  to  have  been  a  most  satisfactory  year. 

The  reports  of  the  Dental  Surgeons  on  their  work  during 
1935  are  attached.

I  have  marked  down  for  treatment  only  those  children 
whose  permanent  teeth  were  decayed  or  whose  temporary  teeth 
were  liable  to  cause  suffering  and  ill-health. 

The  percentage  of  acceptances  among  these  younger 
children  has  decreased  to  the  level  of  1933  due,  I  think,  to  the  much 
greater  strictness  in  obtaining  the  shilling  payable  before  any 
attention  is  given  to  a  child. 

Although  parents  undertake  to  pay  the  fee  due,  when  the 
children  attend,  a  number  do  not  bring  the  money,  and  consequently 
treatment  has  to  be  deferred.  This  matter,  however,  is  now  being 
dealt  with  by  the  Authority,  with  a  view  to  obviating  any  delay 
in  treatment.

The  centre  is  open  on  Tuesday,  from  10  a.m.  till  12-30  p.m., 
and  1-30  till  4-15  p.m.,  and  on  Friday  from  1-30  to  4-15  p.m. 

The  Medical  Officer  attends  on  Friday,  at  2-15,  at  any 
other  time  by  appointment,  and  will  also  see  urgent  cases  at  his 
own  surgery. 

Our  sales  have  increased  for  Dried  Milk,  Ovaltine,  Paraffin, 
Ferri  Phos.,  Boboline  and  Virol.  We  still  have  a  big  sale, 
only  a  small  charge  is  made  and  some  given  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer;  Ointment  and  Umbilical  Pads  are  also 
supplied  in  necessitious  cases. 

Our  clothing  stall  has  had  a  successful  year,  people  have 
been  generous  in  sending  new  and  left-off  garments,  the  greater 
number  of  left-off  garments  being  received  from  mothers  of  only 
one  child.  It  enables  our  mothers  to  purchase  for  a  few  coppers 
what  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  obtain  in  any  other  way. 
Any  cash  received  in  this  way  goes  to  our  Welfare  Fund,  which  is 
a  help  for  our  social  functions.  Clothing  is  given  to  the  poorer 
children. 

The  Voluntary  Workers  are  still  busy  knitting  between 
their  other  duties,  all  articles  being  sold  for  the  cost  of  the  wool. 

The  tone  between  the  mothers  attending  the  Welfare  is 
very  good;  only  having  one  Centre  in  the  Borough  brings  the  better- 
off  mothers  and  the  less-fortunate  mothers  together.  It  is  a  very 
definite  understanding  that  no  distinction  is  made — they  are  all 
mothers  when  inside  the  Welfare.  Apparently  a  pleasant  feeling 
exists,  as  one  often  can  see  them  comparing  their  children,  and 
from  my  own  experience  it  is  evident  that  a  child  from  a  large 
family  is  often  bonnier  and  happier  than  an  only  child.  Experience 
teaches  one  that  children  must  be  with  children  for  happiness— 
however  much  an  adult  gives  or  overwhelms  with  toys,  etc.,  it  is 
a  child’s  mind  to  a  child  that  brings  the  greatest  happiness. 
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Our  social  side  is  good;  the  Council  are  very  good  tons  and 
readily  lend  the  Town  Hall  for  our  Teas  and  Parties  (no  other  room 
is  large  enough).  The  benefit  of  air,  water,  sleep  and  exercise,  both 
to  babies  and  toddlers  is  always  brought  home  to  the  mothers. 


The  outing  in  the  summer  was  again  given— our  usual 
drive  in  the  country,  returning  to  the  Town  Hall  for  tea.  This 
year  we  had  to  have  an  extra  bus  as  our  numbers  reached  192 
mothers,  and  all  had  one  child  and  many  had  two. 


The  special  Midwifery  Lecture  was  again  given  at  the 
Centre  to  all  the  midwives  in  the  district,  Dr.  Lilly  being  the 
Lecturer. 


The  Chairman,  Mrs.  Sherriff,  and  myself  attended  the  Child 
Welfare  Conference  held  in  London,  which  was  again  very  enjoyable 
and  instructive.  So  many  little  points  are  brought  forward  that 
seem  so  very  small  but  may  mean  much  in  themselves  and 
especially  to  the  progressive  side  of  welfare  work. 

The  children  entering  school  at  five  years  of  age  appear 
to  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  School  Medical  Officer — if  more 
visiting  could  be  done  between  the  ages  of  2  and  5  years  it  would 
probably  be  beneficial  to  some  children.  We  have  a  great  number  of 
toddlers  at  the  Centre  which  means  many  to  keep  under  supervision. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Committee  allowed  me  to  attend  the 
Conference  on  the  Welfare  of  Cripples  held  in  London  in  November. 
As  I  have  worked  on  the  Cripples  Guild  in  Loughborough  for  many 
years  it  was  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  be  allowed  to  (attend. 
Visits  were  paid  to  two  of  the  largest  hospitals — Stanmore  and 
Balham,  with  over  1,000  patients  in  each  Institution,  one  can  only 
marvel  at  the  splendid  work  that  is  being  done.  After  seeing  this 
great  work  being  carried  out  it  was  most  evident  to  me  that  the 
future  of  the  cripple  is  going  to  be  much  happier  and  a  life  of  far 
less  suffering. 

My  best  thanks  must  again  be  given  to  the  Voluntary 
Helpers,  without  their  attendance  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
amount  of  work  done  to  be  carried  out.  The  ever  cheery  word  and 
smile  given  to  mothers  and  children  mean  more  than  one  can 
say.  The  year  passed  very  pleasantly  between  the  Helpers  and 
myself  and  I  have  to  thank  them  all  for  their  loyal  support. 


The  Welfare  has  still  a  very  noisy  and  trying  atmosphere 
at  times;  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  keep  the  children  quiet,  and 
I  sincerely  hope  the  trials  in  this  direction  are  nearing  their  end.

Councillors  Mrs.  Vickers,  Miss  Dormer  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Twenty-Seventh 
Annual  Report  on  the  operations  of  the  Health  Department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1935. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  the  old  houses  of 
clearance  areas  and  individual  houses  have  been  demolished: — 
Market  Street,  Kings  Yard,  High  Street  and  others,  the  occupiers 
have  been  rehoused  in  more  congenial  surroundings. 

In  all  cases  the  effects  were  treated  with  H.C.N.  with 
very  good  results. 

A  small  portion  of  the  Loughborough  R.D.C.  area  came 
into  the  Borough  during  the  year,  and  in  April,  1936  the  whole 
area  will  be  transferred  to  the  Borough. 

A  large  increase  in  our  duties  has  taken  place  during 
the  year,  a  new  Housing  Act,  New  Shops  Act,  Rats  and  Mice  Acts, 
etc.,  etc.  The  Housing  Survey  will  mean  that  all  houses  of  the 
working  class  type  have  to  be  visited,  records  made,  and  measured 
up  re  overcrowding. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  throughout  the  year,  together  with 
their  providing  us  with  all  the  appliances  which  we  need,  and 
to  my  assistants  for  their  willing  help  at  all  times.

SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year  this  has  been  carried  out  with  the  usual 
Smoothness  and  efficiency,  and  complaints  during  the  year  have 
been  the  lowest  on  record.  Controlled  tipping  has  been  responsible 
for  the  disposal  of  approx  58  Co  of  the  Dry  refuse  collected  in  the 
Borough  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  has  been  carried  out  effectively 
and  without  cause  for  complaint. 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  commenced  on  December 
2nd,  1935,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  public  response  to  our 
slogan  “  save  your  waste  paper,”  has  been  very  gratifying. 

Up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report  our  average  collection 
has  amounted  to  between  five  and  six  tons  per  week,  and  I  am 
confident  that  a  substantial  profit  will  result  by  the  end  of  the 
year  1936. 
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Our  costing  returns  submitted  annually  to  the  Ministry 
are  again  very  favourable  in  comparison  with  other  towns  of 
similar  size.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  following  comparative 
figures  given  for  other  Towns  are  for  the  year  ending  March, 
1934,  this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  report  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  not  been  completed.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  offensive  trades  in  the  Borough  comprise  2  Tripe 
Boilers,  21  Fish  Friers  and  2  Marine  Stores.  During  the  year  136 
inspections  have  been  made  and  an  improvement  has  been  observed, 
particularly  in  the  Fish  Frying  business  which  has  now  become  a 
very  popular  food  provider.  Contraventions  have  been  absent, 
and"  generally  no  serious  complaints  have  been  found  in  the  method 
of  which  these  trades  are  conducted. 


SUPERVISION  OF  MUSIC  HALLS,  CINEMAS  &  DANCE  HALLS. 

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  of  these  premises, 
and  the  Sanitary  accommodation  was  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Since  my  appointment  as  an  officer  under  this  Act,  constant 
inspections  ‘have  been  made  on  infested  areas,  and  with  the 
introduction  of  the  Health  Committee’s  decision  to  pay  2d.  for 
each  rat  carcase  brought  to  the  Office,  the  town  has  been  rid  of 
419  rats  and  possibly  hundreds  of  offspring  that  might'  have  been, 
at  the  total  expense  of  £3  9s.  lOd. 

At  varying  intervals  bait  was  placed  in  the  sewers  and 
poison  spread  about  the  Farm  and  is  to  be  continued.

The  year  commenced  with  the  introduction  of  the  New 
Shops  Act,  1934,  which  has  considerably  increased  the  duties  of 
the  department,  entailing  night  inspections,  etc.  Chiefly  the  Act 
is  to  control  the  employment  of  young  persons,  the  provision 
of  proper  sanitary  accommodation  and  in  general  the  health  and 
comfort  of  shop  workers.

CANAL  HO  ATS  ACTS. 

There  were  41  canal  boats  on  the  register  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year,  36  being  of  the  horse  drawn  type  and  5  motor. 

During  the  year  6  boats  were  taken  off  the  register 
leaving  a  total  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  35  boats.  32  boats  have 
been  inspected  in  various  parts  of  the  canal  and  only  two  were 
found  to  require  overhauling;  this  has  now  been  carried  out  and 
generally  the  boats  travelling  in  this  area  are  quite  satisfactory. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

Very  little  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  van  dwellers 
and  only  very  occasionally  do  we  have  to  serve  notices. 

The  majority  of  the  vans  inspected  are  those  entering  the 
town  for  the  November  pleasure  fair  and  as  usual  were  found  to  he 
very  clean.  Sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  in  various  parts 
of  the  fair  ground  and  the  removal  of  the  refuse  undertaken  by 
this  department.
